It is claimed that a safe estimate of j

crease of 400 pounds weight for every 
50 bushels of corn fed to steers. The 
rule is not infallible, but gives an idea 
of what may be expected with good 
management. A steer will not thrive 
on corn alone, and, though corn may 
be.fed liberally, a mixed grain and 
coarse diet is preferable. A propor- 
tion of linseed meal, a small quantity 
of ground oats and plenty of roots 
give better results than any food that 
consists of only one kind without 
variety. Then, again, the water should 
be warm, enough to be used freely, and 
the quarters also as warm and com- 
fortable as possible, in order to save 
bodily heat and prevent loss in that 
direction. The steers should be fre- 
quently weighed, and if at any time it 
becomes apparent that thej- are not 
gaining in weight it will be an indica- 
tion that something is wroug. It will 
not do to keep them up to their stand- 
ard of condition only, but they must 
increase daily, aud such will be the 
case if they are properly fed and 
systematically managed.
